But experta warn 
that while one—the mushroom— 
may be a tasty dish, the other— 
the toadstool—i» the cause of 
stomach aches, violent illness, 
even death. 

llow to tell them apart is the 
problem. 

To persons who go mushroom 
hunting, Inspector W. H. Brump- 
ton of Windsor Police, who knows 
his mushrooms, lays down one 
hard and fast and safe rule: “If 
in doubt, throw ’em out.” 

It's much better not to take 


a chance,” says Inspector Brump-- 


ton. “Of course mushrooms are 
pretty good to eat, but if you 
aren’t absolutely certain what & 
is you have picked, you'll find ® 
safer to discard it, A toadstool 
may taste all right, but it often 
has terrible after effects.” 

Another rule the inspector has 
is this: “If they’re pale and won't 
peel they’re not mushrooms.” 

“I judge them by the color of 
the underneath parts,” he saya. 
“If they are pink or black under- 
neath, then [ figure they are 
safe.” 


Cars From Canada 
Arrive In India 


India now is receiving moter 
care and trucks from Canadiana 
factories, Sir Sanmukham Chetty, 
head of an Indian purchasing mis- 
sion to this continent, said on his 
arrival in Montreal from New 
York en route to Ottawa. 


“We are interested in a whole 
range of supplies and we want 
to see in what respects Canada 
can supplement the production of 
American factories to which we 
have given orders,” Sir Shan- 
mukham, accompannied by a 
large staff, told reporters.

No Invasion Now 
Of Western Front 


British Governmént Has No 
intention of Inviting Anoth- 
er Dunkirk 


Lord Moyne said in the House 
of Lords recently that it would be 
“madness” for Britain to attempt 
to open a second front in tie West 
to-aid Russia and describel as 
“folly” any move which would de- 
nude England of an army to resist 
invasion e 

Speaking for the Government 
after widespread demands for a 
second front, Moyne said fritain 
lacked tanks and artillery for an 
attempted invasion of the contin- 
ent. He said the. Government, de- 
spite amateur strategists, soap box 
orators, and campaigns in the 
press, had no intention of inviting 
another Dunkirk. 

Would Suit Hitler 

“} cannot imagine ‘anything 

which would suit Hitler's more 


-better than if we adopted the Chin- 


‘ese method of committing suicide 
on your enemy's doorstep.” he 
eaid. 

He made the Government's post- 
tion clear after demands for an in- 
vasion had been made by Lard 
Strabolgi, who “deplored” that 
when the greatest opportunity of 
all time had presented itself Brit- 
alin was- unable to strike in the 
west because of lack of equipment. 

Strabolgi claimed that Germany 
had only 25 second-rate divisions 
in all of Western Europe, and that 
they had less than 100 tanks to 
support them. But Moyne persisted 
in the Government's refusal to aid 
Russia by invading the continent 
in a manoeuvre designed to draw 
German troops out of Russia. 

Not Enough Equipment 

Moyne implied that equipment, 
tanks, now in Sritish 
hands was not sufficient to make 
the opening of a front in the west 
possible. He said that a Western 
Front operation would. severely 
strain British shipping and would 
denude Britain of an army needed 
to repel possible German invasion. 

“Tt would be madness for us to 
improvise an expedition of that 
kind”, Moyne sald. “You cannot 
land a well equipped army with- 
out a vast amount of shipping. It 
would be folly to denude this coun- 


_try of an army we will need in 


case of invasion, 

“You cannot land a force with 
merely rifles and bayonets to face 
all the artillery and tanks available 
in France.”

India Has Army 
Of 1,000,000 Men 


Move Into Caucasus Seen If 
Red Army Loses 

India’s army of nearly 1,000,000 
men, growing at the rate of 60,000 
recruit’ a month, stands ready for 
& precipitate move into the Cau- 
casus in case of an imminent Ger- 
man threat to that rich oil area. 

After a time in India one begins 
to appreciate the latent power of 
the British Empire, slow to gather 
momentum but now approaching 
high gear, 

The Northwest Frontier provides 
its great 
range of mountains, arid deserta, 
and high plateaus stretching chain- 
like from China to the Persian 


Gulf, 
That wild and inhospitable 
mountain country virtually is 


without roads and any hostilities 
in the current situation would leave 
the aggressor operating far from 
his own bases, whereas the Indian 
Army and Air Force would fune- 
tion from their own nearby. ° 

The bases are linked by a net- 
work of excelent British roads and 
are supported by huge pools of 
foodstuffs and raw materials vital 
to a rapidly-expanding war  in- 
dustry. 

The natural routes into India 
from the north by way of Balu- 
chistan are over fierce deserts 
reachable best from Iran, from 
Afghanistan by way of Khyber 
Paes, or from C~-tral Rusala, 

At the summit of Khyber Pass 
the Landi Kotal fort forms a tough 
bation. That spearhead of the 
Khyber defense is reached by a 
broad gauge railway built espec- 
lally to give a maximum of pro- 
tection from enemy air and artil- 
lery fire.

Men of elther A calegory must 
be able to “see to shoot or drive, 
undergo severe .strain and. have 
only minor, non-progresaive disa- 
bilities.” 

Applicants to make Bl category 
“must be able to march five miles 
and withstand “considerable: exer- 
tion.” 

Recruite down to Cl category are 
liable for service overseas. Those 
of Cl and lower can serve in Can- 
ada only.

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 
Time—The first chapter of 


Iealah was probably written about 
760 B.C.; that portion of Ezekiel 
which we are studying was writ- 
ten about 694 B.C.; the preaching 
of John the Baptist occurred, pri- 
marily, probably in the summer of 
A.D. 26; the messages of our Lord 
here given were uttered in Decem- 
ber, A.D. 29, and Januaryy A.D. 30.

The Epia- 
tlhe to the’ Romans was written 
about A.D. 60.. 


Place—The first cocpter of Isaiah 
was written at Jerusalem; the 
book of Ezekiel was written in 
Babylon; the preaching of Jobn

derness country near the Jordan; 
the messages here recorded of our 
Lord were apoken in Peaea; the 
germon of the Apostie Peter was 
delivered in Jerusalom; the Epistle 
‘to the Romans was written from

Kills Bee-Keeper 


Following the tragedy of their 
mother’s quick death from poison- 
ing caused by: bee stings, the twin 
daughters and aon of army Cap- 
tain Harod Watterson of Ching- 
ford, England, have been protect- 
ed from harm by the removal of 
‘two hives. Mrs. Watterson had 
kept in her garden as a hobby,

Empire’s Banks 
Stand War Strain 


The manner tn which the bank- 
ing structure of the British Empire 
has stood up, without any apparent 
strain, to the demands occasioned 
by the war, is a matter of consid: 
erable gratification, In # recent is- 
sue The London Times refers to 
this, and notes that basically the 
reactions of war on overseas Em- 
pire banks have been similar to 
those in Britain, which was to be 
expected, as the Governments of 
the overseas. Dominions and. India 
have a common objective, namely; 
contributing to the task of winning 
the war. 

The efforts thes 
only in accordance with the type 
of territory. Greatly enlarged ex- 
penditures on account of the war 
are resulting In expanded note ceir- 
culation, rising bank deposits and 
increasing ‘investments in Govern- 
ment securities. Growing resources 
have on the whole enabled the 
Empire institutions to maintain 
earnings and dividends in the face 
of substantial addition to tax bur- 
dens and a tendency for loans or 
advances to lag behind increased 
resources, 

As the Times points out, Interest 
rates have, if anything, tended 
downwards, and when they reach 
low levels the margin of profit be 
tween deposit and loan rates tends 
to fall. “Since the last war,” the 
Times notes, ‘the Empire banking 
“front has been rendered the strong- 
er by. completion of the chain of 
central reserve banks in the Do- 
minions and in India... The exist- 
ence of these overseas Empire re- 
serve banks—the Bank of England 
took. an active interest in their 
creation, and in some instances 
gave direct assistance by the loan 
of experienced officials—hag help- 


put forth vary 


ed to draw closer the financial 
links between the various over- 
seas Empire countries and be 


tween them and Great Britain, and 
this has proved of great benefit 
in ensuring close financial co-oper- 
ation between the yarious parts of 
the Empire in the present struggle, 
The character of the war, especial 
ly since the collapse of France, 
makes the unity of the Empire's 
financial effort more essential than 
in 1914-18,”

THE FISH DUCKS 


The final group of ducks would 
not be included by a hunter for 
they are mergansers or fish ducks, 
There are three species; the hood- 
ed merganser, the American mer- 
ganser and the red-breasted mer- 
ganser, All three are found in 
Ontario in fall and spring and a 
few birds of each species remain 
to breed near the lower Great 
Lakes. Northward they are more 
abundant and a common sight in 
summer on the Jakes of the Pre- 
Cambrian shield is a mother mer- 
Banser with her brood of flight- 
less young following her on the 
water. 

The mergansers are often 
known as sawbills for they lack 
the broad flattened bills so char- 
acteristic of other ducks; their 
mandibles are slender and nar- 
row, equipped with toothed edges 
that aid them in catching fish, 
It is this habit that makes them 
obnoxious to the sportsmen for 
they not only take fish but they 
are worthless as a table bird. 
Their flavour Vouches for the 
food they eat. 

How much effect they have on 


the game fish is doubtful. 1] have 
examined stomachs of these birds 
and found fish, but they were 
only darters and minnows. of very

TABLE TALKS

Be Patriotic 


This season of the year, as we 
are gathering in the apples, is a 
splendid time to make the reso- 
lution for more apple, eating. Our 
ancestors knew nothing about 
vitamins and such like and yet 
who knows but one of the rea- 
sons for their good health was the 
abundance of apples which they 
used. The Canadian apple is the 
oldest’ prescription for health and 
beauty. Out of apples can be 
created an endless variety of 
wholesome and delicious treats, 
A splendid way to start the day 
is with a delicious baked apple or 
fried apple rings with bacon. In 
salads they offer variety, com- 
bined with grated raw carrot, 
raisins, cheese, nuts, etc. 

Apple Gingerale Salad 

1 tablespoon gelatine 
% cup cold water 
% cup boiling water 

2 cups gingerale 

2 tablespoons sugar 
% cup diced apple 
% cup chopped dates 
% cup chopped walnuts 

Mayonnaise 

Soak gelatine in cold water 5 
minutes. Add boiling water and 
stir until dissolved. Add ginger- 
ale and sugar. Cool. When gela- 
tine mixture begins to cgngeal, 
add fruit and nuts. Pour into 
individual wet molds. Place in 
the refrigerator or in a very cold 
place to set. 

Cinnamon Apples 

Cinnamon apples make a splen- 
did accompaniment for meat and 
fowl. Peel apples of uniform 
size and place a clove in each. 
Place in a syrup made of 1 pound 
of brown sugar, 1 cup cider vine- 
gar and % stick of cinnamon. 
Cook a few at a time carefully so 
apples do not. break. Arrange 
carefuHy in dish and pour syrup 
over them. 

Dutch Apple Pie 
Line pie tin with a good rich 


pastry. Spread ‘4 cup brown 
sugar over the bottom and then 


thinly sliced apples or apples cut 
in eighths with slashed cut part 
of the way down. Arrange them, 


small side down, over edge of 
crust. Blend a beaten egg with 
1 cup of sour cream and % cup 
brown sugar. Pour over the 
apples and sprinkle. with cinna- 
mon. Bake 10 minutes, reducing 
heat to moderate, and continue 


until apples are tender and all is 
a rich golden color. 
Glazed Apples

Select large firm red apples.

Place the apples 
in a large shallow baking pan and 
fill the cavity with the sugar, 
mixed with the salt, cinnamon 
and nutmeg. Dot with bits of 
butter. Pour water into the pan 
to % inch depth. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven for about 30 minutes. 
be tender but 
not mushy. Remove the apples 
carefully to a second baking pan.

Add the cinnamon drops to the

Immigrant recruits to Canada’s 
labor forces were valuable because, 
they represented more or lesa un- 
attached workers at the best work- 
ing ages. Another possible source 
of labor, foreign countries, did not 
olfer much hope to Canada, offic. 
iala said, 

_U.8S. Needs Own Labor 

“Migrants of special skill may 
come into Canada from the United 
States, but the industrial activity 
of that country may be expected 
to require all of its available lab- 
or,” the Bureau of Statistics sald. 
“During the last Great War cer- 
tain Allled countries imported 
Chinese labor, but is unlikely that 
this will prove a solution for Can 
ada.” 

The number of wage-earners at 
work was estimated at more than 
2,000,000 compared with 2,161,000 
in March, 1939, when unemploy- 
ed wage earners were about 494,- 
000. The number at work had 
risen to 2,506,000 in September, 
1939, and to 2,805,000 in Septem- 
ber, 1940. 

Possible sources of labor supply 
to keep the war industry machine 
moving have been studied by Fed- 
eral officials. Apart from finding 
more actual workers it may be 
necessary to make more intensive 
use of existing forces, including 
lengthening of hours. 

The Bureau estimated that in- 
dustry and the armed forces have 
expanded at the rate of 40,000 per- 
sons a month since the start of 
the war. The “natural increase” 
through boys and girls leaving 
school and entering employment 
was placed at 10,000 a month, leav- 
ing 30,000 to be filled by unemploy- 
ed, persons who have never work- 
ed, housewives and others not us 
ually counted as available for labor 
outside the home. 

At the rate of 30,000 a month, 
750,000 of those available for labor 
duties have been recruited and 
the Bureau of Statistics said “it 
may be assumed this has included 
the majority of the unemployed, 
although it is a well-known fact 
that plentiful jobs attract house 
wives, ‘own account’ workers and 
others into the labor market iong 
before the last unemployment is 
mopped up.” 


Forests Surveyed 
By Photography 


Time and Money Saved By 
Photographing Canada’s For- 
ests From the Air 


Air photographs now -piay an 
important part in the adminis- 
tration and conservation of Can- 
ada’s forest resources. Shightly 
more than one«juarter of Canada’s 
total area, or 950,000 square 
miles,. has been photographed 
from the air, largely Ly peacetime 
operations of the Royal Canadian 
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Air Force, and the Dorfinon For- 
est Servce now has on hand for- 
est maps prepared from these 


photographs covering 113,000 
square miles, including 19,000 
square miles on which timber 


estimates are shown in addition 
to the usual demareations of for- 
est types. 


Making a forest survey or tak- 
ing an inventory if timber stands 
on the ground is an arduous and 
expensive undertaking, but by the 
utilization of aircraft practically 


every locality is made readily 
accesible for observation and 
photographing, and from ° air 


photographs good maps can de 
supplied in a small] fraction of the 
time and at much less than the 
éost of ground sarveys, Some 
idea of the valué of this new 
method can be gained by bearing 
in» mind that an area of two or 
three hundred square miles, 
necessitating a whole season's 
work by foresters in the field, 
can be surveyed by the aerial 
camera in the course of a few 
hours. 


From air photographs it has 
been found possible to classify 
forest types, and, furthermore, 
methods. of determining the 
heights of trees have been devel- 
oped by Measuring their images or 
shadows in the photographs, 
which, with the density of the 
forest, provides the basis for sur- 
prisingly accurate estimates of 
the volume of standing timber, 
Information of a general nature 
for forest inventory purposes can 
be secured from air photographs 
without resorting to actual field 
work, Where more specific data 
are required supplementary mea- 
surements in the form of ground 
checks are necessary, but in ne 
case does the amount of ground 
check approach the work involved 
in the old method of ground sur- 
veys.

To 
day our production is such that 
we could equip a division every 
few weeks. Over and above this 
production, we are producing great 
quantities of munitions of war of 
all types which are moving over- 
seas. In addition, of course, Can- 
ada is paying out of her own pock- 
et by far the largest proportion 
of the cost of the gigantic British 
Commonwealth Air Training Plan. 


Milllons On New Projects 

Moreover, during the course of 
the war, Canada, on her own re 
sponsibility, has initiated and oom- 
pleted projects running into the 
hundreds of millions of dollars de 
signed to meet Britain's munitions 
needs without. any reference er 
agreement regarding their ultimate 
financing. The figures which may 
later be written in ledgers have in 
mo way affected our effort, the 
magnitude of which has been de- 
termined only by the limitations 
ef our population and our resourc- 
ea. In brief, we have dne our ut- 
most to harness our entire econ- 
omy to the single end of winning 
the war. 

Our Prime Minister has pointed 
out that the cost of Canada’s war 
activities plus our financial sup- 
port of Britain, if translated into 
comparable American figures on 
the basis of population and t- 
comes, would amount to something 
like $36 billion during the current 
fiscal year. 

Present estimates of the sum re 
quired to finance Canada’s own 
war program plus our aid to Brt 
tain amount in the aggregate 
about 40 per cent of the anticipat- 
ed national income for. the year 
ending March 31 next. 

’ On the home front, our industry 
has done a remarkable job. We 
have built 22 chemical and ex- 
plosives plants which, during the 
eurrent year, will produce more 
explosives than were produced in 


Canada during the entire 1914-1918 | 


period. 

Our shipbuilding industry has 
had orders for some 225 naval vee 
sele, of which 115 have been 
launched or delivered. Thirty vee- 
gels have also been converted to 
naval use, In addition work has 
begun on a cargo vessel program 
involving the construction of 100 
yessels. 

Our copstruction industry bas @r- 
ected some 3,000 buildings for our 
forces and built over 100 airdromes, 

Our automobile plants have de- 
livered close to 150,000 vehicles 
for army use, These vehicles havo 
seryed on many fronts,

In addition, we are, producing 
trench mortars together with nay- 
al gun mountings of several var- 
jeties, Work is well advanced on 
the production of five types of nav- 
al guns with their mountings, Can- 
ada is now producing two'types of 
tanks and the famous Universal 
Carrier, in essence a light tank. 
We are also producing our own 
armor plate and quantities of sec- 
ret weapons and instruments, 


AWM Industry Affected 

Canadian industry as a whole has 
pow been diverted to the war ef- 
fort. Much of our industrial capac- 
ity is engaged in providing us with 
equipment required by the armed 
forces. This ranges from X-ray 
tubes to textiles, boots, potato- 
peling and dish-washing machines, 
and food, Other incidentals include 
anchors and compasses, airplane 
propellers and picks and shovels, 
radio equipment and optical glass. 

Generally speaking, the needs of 
Canada’s armed forces have been 
obtained by three methods: first 
by direct purchase; second by the 
creation of industrial facilities 


owned by the Government, for’ 


which total commitments now run 
to over $500,000,000; and thirdly by 
the diversion to war needs of goods 
normally employed for eivilian- 
purposes. 

In order to mreet the raw material 
and other requirements of our war 
progam, the Government has estab- 
Mshed controls designed both to 
provide the necessaries of life to 
the civil population and, at the 
same time, to increase our pro 
duetion and to divert a maximum 
of production to the war indus- 
tries. 

Everyone Helps 


Civilian purchasing power has 
been curtailed, first, through the 
extensive and widespread sale of 
war bonds; second, through the 
sale of war savings certificates 
which hundreds of thousands of 
Canadians purchase each monthy; 
third, through the sale of war sav- 
ing stamps in denominations of 25 
cents; fourth, through various 
campaigns encouraging Canadians 
to economize; fifth, through the 
introduction of heavy taxation on 
incomes, on non-essential goods, 
and on general civilian trade; and 


permitting only the import of es- 
gentials in order to conserve our 
funds for the purchase of. war ma- 
terial abroad. 

In addition to such steps, the 
channels into which goods flow is 
directed by means of two Govern- 
ment bodies: my own department, 
the Department of Munitions and 
Bupply, and the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. 


Controls Established 

Although Canada is one of the 
largest exporters of nonferrous 
metals in the world, extensive and 
drastic measures have been taken 
to restrict the nonwar use of al- 
uminum, nickel, zinc, magnesium, 
tin, copper, and brass, All non- 
ferrous metals and common metal 
alloys, together with industrial 
minerals, cannot be exported from 
the Dominion except under permits

Financia! Situation Decidedly 
Gratifying While War Work 
Adds to Burden 


R. C. Vaughan; president of 
the Canadian National Railways, 
told the Vancouver Board of 
Trade that Canedian railways are 
playing a vita) part in the war 
effort and that the Dominion’s 
two great rail systems provide 
the lowest per mile freight rate 
in any country in the world ex- 
cept Japan.

BARITE FOUND IN N.S. 

A deposit of at least 420,000 
short tong of barite has been dis- 
closed by .drilling at Pembroke, 
Hants county, Nova Scotia, ac- 
cording to a-report to the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Resources by 
L. J. Weeks, Ottawa, geologist of 
the department. 

The find is considered of great 
importance and suggests the pos- 
eibliity of Canada’s production of 
barite being increased by a hun- 
dred-fold. In 1949 the output was 
830 tons. 

Barite is required in the drilling 
of of] wells. In ground form it 
giveafadded weight to the mud-in 
controlling gas pressure. It atso Is 
used as a filler in paper,

Action Necessary to Stop Inflation 


This Government action has been taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 
and its subsequent depression, unemployment 
and suffering.

Hitler’s Estimate 
Of German Losses 


Hitler in his latest order of the 
day to the troops on the Russian 
front gave an account of the 
destruction they have brought 


upon the enemy. “This outstand- 


ing achievement,” said Hitler, 
“was obtained with sacrifices 
that, however painful in indivi- 


dual cases, in the total amount 
to scarcely 5 per cent. of thoxe 
of the World War.” 

Total German casualties in the 


World War amounted to 7,142,- 
658, according to the World Al- 
manac, Five per cent of this 
amount would be 357,150 men 


lost in the present Russian war. 
But on September 19 the German 
High Command recapitulated its 
casualties up to the end of Aug- 
ust. They were 402,865. Since 
the beginning of September the 
fighting became even more in- 


less than no casualties. On the 
othe hand, one conservative Brit- 
ish estimate says the German 
casualties are 17,000 a day. It 
brings the German losses to very 
nearly 2,000,000 men, for less 
than four months of fighting 
against more than four years in 
1914-18.

Free French Sub 
To Stalk Eneiny 


Cmdr. Louis Blaison said in a 
broadcast to conquered France 
recently that the Free French 
submarine Surecouf, largest sub- 
mersible in the world, would

SMALL CAKES — CUP CAKES 
1°4 cups sifted cake flour 
1% teaspoon double-acting baking 

powder 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs, well-beaten 

45 cup butter or other shortening

1 teaspoon lemon or vanilla 
extract 
Sift flour once, measure, add 


baking powder, and sift together 
three times, Cream butter thor- 
oughly, add sugar gradually, and 
cream together until light and 
fluffy. Add eggs, then our, alter- 
nately with milk, a small amount 
at a time, Beat after each addition 
until smiooth, Add flavoring, Pour 
into greased cupcake pans, filling 
them about % full, Bake in mod- 
erale oven (360°F.) 20 to 26 min- 
utes, Makes 2 dozen cup cakes.

VIRGINIA DEER

fm print the deer hunters will be 
on their way home from their fav- 
orite hunting lodge.

I think more hunters 
go after our Virginia deer than go 
after any other big game animal.

Virginia deer are animals of the 
brule, of the second growth small 
thmber and of the lake country. 
They are seldom found In the deep 
woods.

Significant Words Spoken Recently 
By Allied and Axis War Leaders 


CHURCHILL SPEAKS 

Prime Minister Winston Chur- 
chill stated recently that “the war 
which Hitler began by invading 
Poland and which now engulfs the 
European Continent and has bro- 
ken into the northeast of Africa, 
may well enrulf the greater part 
of Asia—nay it may soon spread 


to the remaining fourth of the 
globe.” 
if war should spread further, 


and break out between Japan and 
the United States, “Britain will de- 
clare war on Japan within the 
hour,” Mr. Churchill stated. 

A year ago Britons were the sole 
champions of freeom in arms; they 
were ill-armed and very much out- 
numbered in the air. But today 
the British alr force is at least 


equal in size and number not to 
speak of quality, to German alr 
power. Now as was not the case 
a year ago, a large part of the 
United States Navy is constantly 
in action “against the common 
foe.” Soon American merchant 


ships. may be carrying supplies to 
the shores of Great Britain. 

Now the Russians are inflicting 
“frightful injury on the Germans 
whose armies He on the barren 
steppes exposed to the approach- 
ing severities of the R iseian Win 
ter.” 

Britain's Finances 

“A year ago,” Mr. Churchill said, 
“Britain did not know where to 
turn for a dollar. All we could 
do at that time was to place orders 
in the United States without heing 
able to see our way through.” 

The financial situation was met 
by the passage of the leage-lend 
act which Mr. Churchill termed, 
“without question the most unsor- 
did act in the whole of recorded 
history.” He hoped never again 
to hear the taunt that “money is 
the ruling power in the hearts and 
thoughts of the American democ- 
racy.” 

Now, as in contrast to a year 
ago, Great Britain's Navy is fn a 
position “to stand with the United 
States against Japan.” Mr. Chur 
ehill said: 

“Owing to the effective help we 
are getting from the United States 
in the Atlantic, owing to the sink- 
ing of the Bismarck, owing to the 
completion of our splendid new 
battleships and aircraft carriers of 
the largest size, I am able to go 
further an announce to you here 
that we now feel ourselves strong 
enough to provide a powerful naval 
force of heavy ships with its nec- 
essary ancilliary yessels for ser 
vices if need in the Indian and 
Pacific Oceans.” 

In the last four months British 
shipping losses have totalled leas 
than 750,000 tons as compared with 
a total of 2,000,000 lost during the 
previous four months. 


Mr. Churchill stated that “Brl- 


 tain’s grain harvest this year had 


been 60 per cent greater than in 
1939” and that coal stocks in Bri- 
tain were “between 2,000,000 and 
2,000,000 tons larger than @ yeer 
ago.” 

Speaking of enemy shipping 
losses Mr. Churchill said that in 
ghe last four months almost 1,000,- 
000 tons of Axis shipping had been 
sent to the bottom. “In the Medl- 
terranean the enemy's losses have 
been particularly severe. There is 
evidence he has found it difficult 
to reinforce or even supply hie 
armies on African shores.” 

“we are told,” sald Mr. @burchill, 
“from many quarters that we must 
goon expect hat is called a peace 
offensive from Berlin. 

“We owe it to ourselves, we owe 
it to our Russian allies, and to the 
government and people of the 
United States to make it absolutely 
clear that whether we are support- 
ed or alone, however long and hard 
the toil may be, the British nation 
and His Majesty s sov' pment at 
the head of the nation, jn intimate 
concert with the governments of 
the great dominions, W ll never en- 
ter into any negotiations with Hit- 
ler or with any party in Germany 
which represents the Nazi regime. 

“In that resolve were sure that 
the ancient city of Londen will be 
with us to the bit and to the 
end.” 

STALIN SPEAKS 

Premis Joeph Stalin poke to 
his people on the 24th anniversary 
of the Rolshevick re volution,

Stalin. contasted Russia today 
with that of the October revolution 
when Russia had‘ been stripped 
of “the Ukraine, the Caucasus, 
Central Asia the Urals, Siberia and 
the Far East’ and had neither 
Allies, army nor arms and lacked 
bread and clothing. 

“Little food, no 


shoes, terrible 


inefficiency, steady progress, great 


hope.” In these few words, & 
young American photographer 
summed up Russia as she saw it 
ten years ago, 

Today, Premier Stalin said, Rus, 
sia has “no serious shortage eith- 
er in food, arms or clothing, while 
her reserves of manpower are in- 
exhaustible.” And she has an 
army, navy, Allies and “the sym- 
pathy and support of all peoples of 
Europe who have fallen under the 
yoke of Fascist tyranny.” 

tn the face of this, he declared, 
the Nazis face sure disaster. 

“Germany is bleeding to death, 
her resources giving out,” Stalin 
eaid. 

“The German invaders are strain- 
ing their last forces. There {s no 
doubt that Germany cannot s8us- 
tain such a strain for any long 
time. Another few months, another 
half-year, one year maybe and 
Germany must burst un- 
der the weight of her own crimes.” 

The Soviet dictator made no ef- 
fort to hide the peril confronting 
the nation. He spoke of grievous 
losses—1,748,000 casualties in kill- 
ed, wounded and missing - but 
asserted that German losses were 
much greater — 4,500,090. (Naz 
spokesmen have put Soviet losses 
at 4,000,000, their own at 500,000; 
neutral sources have estimated 3,- 
000,000 Russian casualties, 2,000,- 
000 German.) He admitted the de- 
struction of huge quantities of Sov- 
fet material, the forced abandon- 
ment of rich territories from the 
Baltic shore to the flat expanse of 
the Ukraine. 

Yet, he held, the Red Army had 
amashed the alleged Nazi notion 
that the U. 8. S. R. could be defeat- 
ed in six weeks, “Temporary” Sov- 
fet setbacks, he declared, would 
be followed by ultimate victory. 
Winter weather, the weight of Rus- 
gian resources, the proletariat’s ac- 
celerated output-of munitions, dis- 
content in occupied Europe and 
Germany, powerful aid from abroad 
—these he cited as factors that 
would spell the enemy defeat. 

Hitler Speaks 

A little over a year ago Hitler 
boasted that he would dictate 
peace terms to Britain in Bucking- 
ham Palace on August 5, 1940, Five 
months ago he said that he would 
take Moscow within three weeks 
of the beginning of Germany's at- 
tack on Russia. ? 

In his Munich beer hall annivers- 
ary speech, Hitler still rages but 
no longer boasts, yet it was only @ 
year ago that he launched his 
battle of the Altantic that was 
to be the end. 

Hitler defied Britain to attempt 
an invasion of the West and de- 
clared his armies could defend 
Germany and all of Europe despite. 
American “threats and plans for 
gigantic armaments.” . 

“tT have commanded German 

ships, whenever they see Ameri- 
tans, not to shoot thereupon but 
to defend themselves as soon 4&8 
they are attacked,” thus Hitler - 
Hed. The record of his U-boats 
alone refutes this lie as effectively 
as the self-defense that Germany 
made against the “attacks” of Aus- 
tria, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Den- 
mark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, 
Yugoslavia, Greece and Russia, 

He claimed passionately that the 
German people had a right to live 
and to battle for life. Had Hitler 
allowed the German people to he 
content to live would it now be 
them to battle for 
life? 4 


GOEBBELS SPEAKS

Is Doing 


HAIRS LOOK LIKE TREE 
TRUNKS 


Imagine a human hair magnified 
so that {ft looks like a tree trunk, 
or a cricket ball enlarged so that 
its diameter appears to be four 
and a half miles!. These are the 
latest miracles of science. An or- 
dinary microscope — that ts one 
that uses ordinary light — can be 
made to magnify 2,000 times, That 
is its limit; but sclence, wanting 


“to go further, made a microscope 


which uses ultra violet Hght-rays 
which are invisible to the human 
eye but not to the lens of the cam- 
era. With this photographs were 
obtained 5,000 times life size. 

Not content with this, Dr. 
Zworykin and other spectalists of 
New York havea constructed an al- 


ectron microscope using rays 680

Sub Crews Rescued 
Now Number 1,276 


The Admiralty has announced 
that a total of 1,276 officers and 
men have been rescued from an 
undisclosed number of sunken 
axis submarines. 

A communique said: 

“Royal navies, with the aselat- 
ance of the coastal command of 
the R.A.F., continue to protect our 
shipping and to levy a heavy toll 
on enemy U-boats. For reasons 
well appreciated, particularly by 
the enemy, our Successes against 
the U-boats are rarely published. 

“It is possible to announce, 
however, that a total of 1,276 of- 
ficers and men have been rescued 
from sunken enemy U-boats and 
are held prisoners of war. © Of 
these 467 are Italians. 

“The relationship between the 
magnitude of the enemy’ claims 
and his own lack of success was 
illustrated recently when the Ger- 
man high command claimed to 
have sunk 14 ships totalling 47,- 
000 tons from a convoy homeward 
bound from Gibraltar. In fact 
four ships totalling 8,772 tons 
were sunk, This was only achiev- 
ed by the enemy at a cost to him- 
self, 


Soldiers’ Talents 
Will Be Utilized 


Soldiera are no longer just so 
many men to be put into uniform 
and assigned haphazardly to 
whatever duties happen to need 
doing at the moment. It may 
sound like faddism to apply psy- 
chology to the army, but it fi 
paying dividends. 

There is a recognition in the 
Canadian Army today that men 
have aptitudes or training for cer- 
tain trades and vocations. A spe- 
cial section at headquarters has 
the duty of seeing that the in- 
dividuals are allocated to the du- 
ties they can do best. The result 
is an army of specialists, compar- 
able to an efficient business or- 
ganzation in which the employ- 
ees are set at the taska for which 
they are most apt. It may sound 
like “new-fangled claptrap” to 
the Old Army soldier, but it 
makes a better Army.

Waste Products 
Become Gasoline 


Amateur Chemist Makes Gas- 
ollne From Garbage, Waste 
Lumber and Farm Products 


A building contractor who turn- 
ed chemist because he became Ir- 
ritated at the ize of his gasoline 
bills has developed a process to 
convert garbage, waste lumber and 
farm products into motor fuel. 

J. W. Jean has obtained final 
patents on the method he develop- 
ed in a machine shop laboratory. 
He says tests of his synthetic fuel 
have shown it has an octane rating 
of 98.7 comparable to aviation gas- 
oline, and that it has developed 
25 per cent more mileage than the 
petroleum fuel. 

The raw material first is ferment- 

ed into alcohol and then converted 
into a synthetic hydro-carbon. To 
produce butyl alcohol cheaply, it 
was necessary to develop an un- 
patented bacterian. He met the 
problem by isolating one from po 
tato peelings. 

One hundred and fifty tons of 
bagasse or sugar cane waste, he 
galt, can be converted into 9,875 
gallons of motor fuel, 66,160 pounds 
of carbon dioxide for dry ice, 2,700 
pounds of hydrogen gas from which 
synthetic alcohol can be produced, 
and 60 tons of humus for the soil. 

By-products include ammonia 
#alits, which, when blended with 
fertilizer, provide a high nitrogen 
content. When the fuel is produced 
from garbage, a superior lubricant 
ja developed. 

Among materials from which the 
fuel can be produced, Jean said, 
are molasses, sawdust and shav- 
ings, waste from paper and sugar 
mills. old newspapers, potatoes, 
fruit, nuts and nut shells, and sec. 
énd and third cotton crops, seldom 
harvested, including the entire cot- 
ten plant.

In- 
formation gathered at many 
points, from southern Mexico to 
the Arctic coast, indicates that 
the wild ducks and geese of North 
America have, in general, in- 
creased in numbers during the 
past year, but that the increase 
is smaller than is desirable. Coots 
or mud hens are abundant in 
their normal range, but rails 
have suffered both from shoot- 
ing and from severe winter 
weather..The population of wood- 
cock, while showing some local 
improvement, has continued, in 
general, below normal, Wilson's 
snipe has been decreasing stead- 
ily in numbers for some years 
and has reached such a low level 
that the hunting of this bird has 
been entirely prohibited through-

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Labrador and Far Northwest 
Get New Operational Air 
ports 


Disclosure that Canada {is con- 
‘@tructing airports in Labrador 
and along the northern British 
Columbia coast has been made 
fim the House of Commons by 
Munitions Minister “C. D. Howe. 

“Operational airports,” said Mr. 
Howe, “now are under way in 
Newfoundland and Labrador, be- 
tween Edmonton and the Alask- 
an boundary, and along the north- 
erm coast of ‘“sritish Columbia, 
im areas far from human habi- 
tation, involving unusual engin- 
eering problems.” 

These new fields, when com- 
pleted, will provide valuable new 
links in the chaifi of air defenses 
being established by Canada and 
the United States. 

It has been known for some 
time that construction of new 
bases was going ahead rapidly in 
Newfoundland and in the North- 
weet. A chain of seven airports 
fe being made to Alaska, provid- 
ing a short-hop route aby which 
Canadian and United States 
fighting planes could be rushed 
to the north if the need arose. 
These northern bases now are in 
wae. , 

“The Air Services Branch of 
the Department of Transport, 
which now operates under the dir- 
ection of the Minister of Muni- 
tiona and Supply, had up to the 
end of September completed 108 
new airports for the use of the 
RCAF and (British Common- 
wealth) air training plan and had 
$1 additional airports under de- 
velopment, Mr. Howe said. 

Included in the above are 18 
airports now occupied by the 
RAF in connection with its train- 
ing project in Canada, 


Britain Launches : 
First Concrete Ship 


It is reported that Britain is 
building concrete merchant ships 
similar to those built by the Un- 
ited States during the World 
War to meet the shipping short- 

Designed by 8ir Owen Wil- 
liama, the. first vessel of 4,000 
tons, with a carrying capacity of 
2,000 tons, has been launched 
and soon will be ready for ser- 
vice,

Revision of U.S. Neutrality ‘Act 
Assures Britain of Arms and Food 


The United States has passed 
through a period of historic de- 
cision. Last week Congress gave 
final approval to abolish practically 
ali that remained of the Neutralit; 
Act. The arming of merchantmen 
will now proceed rapidly; guns 
and trained crews are in readiness 
These merchant ships carrying 
food and war supplies may now 
gall right into the ports of Great 
Britain. 

Theee ships will no longer have 
to wtay out of the combat zones 
widch, under the terms of the 1939 
Neutrality Act, prevented Ameri- 
can ships from getting into the 
western approaches to the British 
Isies, says James B. Reston in the 
New York Times. 

As @ result, the British will not 
only baye the advantage of a 
great number of our ships, but 
thelr own convoy system will be 


much more efficient. .Until this

Changes Shipping Strategy 

The action of Congress in revia- 
ing the Neutrality Act will change 
the Allied shipping strategy all 
over the world. 

The British now control 16,8v6,- 
878 tons of shipping (ships over 
2000 tons) and the United States, 
6,794,000 tons. 

The American destroyers may 
help \in the Western approachés to 
Great Britain, more perhaps than 
in any other area in the world. It 
ig no secret that the British pro- 
tection of convoys against both 
submarines and fong-range bomb- 
ers in this vital area has been 
less than adequate for some tire, 
but these defensive cordons are 
likely to be strengthened when

TREE-PLANTING MACHINE 


After three years a machine 
that will plant about 8,000 trees 
or shrubs a day has been devel- 
oped for use on the shelter belts 
of the Prairie States Forestry 
Project.. t 

The planting Ynachine is mount- 
ed on an implement called a 
“unicarrier’ to which: are com- 
Monly attached plows, disks, till- 


“pie tools and similar farm equip- 


iment. 

The machine planter can be 
moved from farm to farm on its 
own wheels. An ordinary tractor 
delivering from 15 to 20 drawbar 
horsepower handles it without dif- 
fleulty. A planting crew consists 
of two men on the machine and a 
tractor driver.

Found Its Motto 


Story of The Most Famous 
Motto of To-dzey'a World 
Told By Winnipeg Free Press 


How did the Air Force get tte 
motio? One would expect, from 
the importance of the service to- 
day, the courts of heraldry made 
the fateful choice and Privy Coun- 
cil ratified it. 

In the London Times last 
month there appeared a letter 
from a clergyman, Rev. John T. 
Watson, asking ‘how the motto 
came to be chosen. A correspon- 
dence has followed which is as- 
tonishing in this—that the motte 
was chosen in a most haphazard 
way. Frederick H. Sykes writes 
that when he was raising the mili- 
tary wing of the flying corps in 
1912, one of the difficulties was 
that all his officers and men were 
in different uniforms or in elv- 


lian dress. At his suggestion a 
distinctive uniform was author- 
ized. 


A badge was now needed and 
Sykes and Brigadier General 
David Henderson, of the War Of- 
fice, together sketched one upon 
a War Office blotting pad. The 
badge so sketched is the badge 
the Air Force wears today. 

A motto was needed to com- 
plete the badge, and Sykes asked 
his officers to make suggestions. 
A young officer by name of J. N. 
Fletcher proposed “Per Ardua ad 
Astra.” Fletcher had got the idea 
from a friend named J. S. Yule, 
an officer in the Royal Engineers, 
and now in the War Office. This 
suggestion seemed good and waa 
referred to the War Office. It 
was criticized by ona of the 
higher-ups as being “bad Latin,” 
but was approved,

The “crash-conditioning” of Bri- 
tain’a shell-shocked Blitzkrieg vio 
tims by subjecting them to ad- 
ditional nolse was described to 
members of the Southern, Medical 
Association, in St. Louis, Mo. ‘ 

The idea of blasting the ears of 
persons who are already psycho 
pathic and confined to hospitals 
was eaid to have been effective,. 
but it did not work on 4 group 
of persons who heard for the firat 
time the whine of dive bombers, 
the shriek and blast of falling. 
bombs. . 

The sound picture of what war im 
England is like made women faint 
and men shudder or get up and de 
part. 

The sovnds were transcribed om 
records by the British Broadcast 
ing Corporation using microphones 
placed in open flelds, homes: and 
bomb shelters near Dover and Lom 
don during the Battle of Britaia 
last August. 

These records have been used im 
the newest experiment of the war 
on men, women and children, whe 
were frightened even by a door 
aqueak, in a process described “de 
conditioning” persons to bomb 
rald noises. 

At first they would rum scream- 
ing from the rooms, holding thelr 
ears and tearing at anything fa 
their way. But within two weeks 
of treatment, In which the bom- 
bardments were repeated with con- 
atant warnings that “these are the 
ones which won't burt you,” the 
aurvivora of actual air raids took 
it as calmly as the passengers 
roaring along om a New York sub- 
way. 

Frequently small children have 
been so deconditioned by the ree 
ords that they keep on playing 
with thetr toya under actual bom- 
bardment conditions, according te 
officiala of the British Library of 
Information who presented the ree- 
ords here.
